Lillienthal Defends Policies Of A. E. C. 


WASHINGTON, May 
26—(IP)— 
David E. Llllenthal told congres- 
sional Investigators today that the 
atomic energy commission (AEC) 
cleared two men for secret work 
despite adverse recommendations 
from its security officer. 
The AEC chairman named the 
men as Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
head of the bureau of Standards, 
and Dr. Frank Graham, At the 
time of the 
commission 
action, 
Graham was president of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. He is 
now a Democratic senator 
from 
North Carolina. 


Llllenthal was the first witness 
as the senate-house atomic energy 
committee 
opened hearings Into 
charges of "Incredible mismanage- 
ment" in the AEC. 
The charges, and a demand for 
LilienUml's removal, cam* from 


Senator Hlckenlooper 
(R-Iowa), 


committee member. 
Llllenthal was permitted to make 
a long statement in which he said 
atomic development was once bog- 
ged down but Is now "really roll- 
ing" and that present research Is 
directed at developing new atom' < 
weapons of greater reliability. 
Llllenthal asked that the Inquiry 
embrace the accomplishments as 
well as the errors of the commis- 
sion, 
and 
proposed a list of SO 
scientists and others who should 
be called as witnesses. One was 
Gen. Dwighi D. Elsenhower. 
Chairman McMahon (D-Conn) 
told him the witnesses would be 
called.- 
Senator Connally (D-Ter) com- 
mented that such an Inquiry might 
"tend to obscure" specific Investi- 
gation of Hlckenlooper'* charges. 


Hlckenlooper objected that Lll- 
lenthal was attempting to empha- 
size "the emotional end of bomb 
making." What he ts interester In, 
he said, Is the policies of the com- 
mission. 
"From the standpoint of actual 
production the atomic energy pro- 
gram has gone forward due to the 
zeal and loya'.ty of the scientific 
and technics' personnel In charge 
of the various projects," Hlcken- 
looper conceded. 
"The point of my objection," he 
added, "is not to the activities if 
these people but to the administra- 
tive policies which tho commission 
under Mr. Llllenthal's guidance 
and Influence, has followed 
and 
continues to follow. 
"These I believe to be harmful 


and not in the best Interests of 
the contlnu.iig development of th* 


basic programs outlined by con 
gross."

United States financial 


and technical help to unde- 
veloped areas of the world, 
us envisioned by the Presi- 
dent in his Inaugural Ad- 
dress, is a long-range aim of 
great potential worth.

In ad- 
dition to the normal risks of 
business and industrial in- 
vestment, the possibility of 
expropriation or nationali- 
sation may impose the add- 
ed risk of total loss,'not be- 
cause an investment has 
proved unprofitable but on 
the contrary because it has 
become profitable. In some 
cases there is also fear that 
if profits are made it will not 
be possible to convert them 
into useful currency. 
In many p a r t s of the 


•world strong prejudices have 
been built up against foreign 
capital. This is partly be- 
cause some foreign invest- 
ors, in the past, have -ex- 
ploited 
their 
investments 


unreasonably, taking out ex- 
horbitant profits and using 
native resources and labor 
with no thought of conserva- 
tion or adequate payment. 
' That is a record which Am- 


ericans, 
along with some 


others, must face. But the 
backward areas can never 
be successfully developed 
until this prejurice is over- 
come, because such lands 
lack the financial resources 
to do the job. Their only 
hope is in foreign capital. 


One of the important jobs 


for the United Nations is to 
help make foreign capital 
welcome where it is needed, 
and help obtain guarantees 
against political risks.

funds For County 
To Pay Salaries 
Sought By tiohes 


Rep. George Nokes of Corslcana 


has introduced a bill which would 
pay $27,434.40 Into the officers sal- 
ary fund of Navarro county. 


Navarro Is one of several coun- 


ties In which the State govern- 
ment Is In arrears on payments 
of the salary fund, because Insuf- 
ficient appropriations for that pur- 
pose have been made for a num- 
ber of years, Nokes said in a 
statement. 
County Attorney Charles T, Ban- 
ister, County Judge Joe D. Huff- 
slutler and Auditor E. Y. Cunning- 
ham 
said 
Tuesday 
that 
they 


"some time ago" wrote local leg- 
islators about the state's debt. 
'In 1935, the state agreed to 


pay to the counties an amount 
large enough to cover a part of 
the salaries of county officers who 
also perform duties for the state," 
Rep. Nokes recalled. "Over the 
years, appropriations for this pur- 
pose have not been large enough 
to cover tho percentages set up 
In the 1935 law. My House Bill 
894 would appropriate $1,073,402.04 
to pay this debt." 
County officials here said the 
state's failure to pay these claims 
Is causing a great deal of hard- 
ship in the operation of the coun- 
ty government. 


"The fees of office don't take 
care of the salary fund," said 
Cunnnigham, explaining that mo- 
ney from the general funds has 
to be transferred 
to the salary 
fund. 


Nokes said "It's pretty late to 
t a bill of this size through the 
legislature, but we may be able 
t>, do It In the closing weeks of 
the session." He predicted that 
the current legislative session will 
adjourn about June 10.

Jones' range career was Inter- 
rupted by a hitch In the navy be- 
fore the war. After serving as a 
Red Cross worker during the war, 
he became park ranger In Wash- 
ington state, then at Death Valley 
National Monument. ' 


At night Jones would strum a 
guitar and sing his songs for the 
tourists. Last year when a film 
company was shooting |n Death 
Valley, Randolph Scott heard him 
and advised him to take his songs 
to Hollywood. 


Jones took the advice and tramp- 


ed around to music publishers. 
They all shook their heads. "Too 
hymn-like," they shrugged. 


He was about to return to Death 
Valley in despair when he en- 
countered Eden Ahbez in a music 
store. He buttonholed Nature Boy 
and played his songs. Ahbez liked 
"Ghost Riders" and referred It to 
ballad singer Burl Ives. 


Ives recorded the song and a 


record official referred Jones to 
Edwin H. Morris of Mayfalr Music 
publishers. Morris snapped up the 
•ong and It was started on the 
golden trail. Victor quickly record- 
ed It with Vaughn Monroe and 
stole the play by flooding the mar- 
ket with discs.

Fashions change In the use of 


words precisely the flame aa in the 
lhaps of women's hats. 
Words 
which are In high favor In one ago 
are disliked or jeered In another.

en very lightly by succeeding ones. 


For the word "sin" is out of 
style today—discredited by multi- 
tudes ax a symbol of that unen- 
lightenment which the 
modern 


scientific world Is supposed to 
have outgrown. 
But the discon- 
certing reality Is that there ap- 
pears to be about as much sin in 
the world today as there has ever 
been. 


To be sure modern science has 
given us plenty of comfort, rapid 
transportation, and, best of 
all, 
those medical discoveries which 
have lengthened the life span and 
laved millions 
from Intolerable 
pain. But science has also given 
us the atomic bomb. 
We are, 


furthermore, In the midst of a 
most alarming eruption of sen- 
suality as evidenced by our "realis- 
tic" books and plays, our broken 
homes, and our lurid youth prob- 
lems. 
Sin out of style? 


A Flan Which \Vorks. 


Christianity is the divine plan 
for handling the sin situation. 
Primarily the 
religion of Jesus 
Christ faces the fact that 
the 
heart of 'man is desperately wick- 
ed: and it not only faces the fact 
but does something about it. 


Wa see the true nature of our 


faith and the thing it was design- 
ed to accomplish set forth in the 
Sunday 
school 
lesson for 
this 


week. We see Jesua in the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane in agony, not 
over his own sin, for He had 
none; but over 
the sin of 
the 


world which He had been chosen 
of God to bear. 


The mount of Olives, but five or 
ten mlnutea walk to the east of 
Jerusalem, was a favorite resort of 
Jesus. The exact spot of Jesus' 
agony has never been Identified 
with .icrtatnty, but we do know 
beyond any shadow of doubt, that 
it was to an olive grove some- 


*>'. 


whereon this slope over looking the 
city that He loved, that our Lord 
resorted on the last night of His 
life, 
for 
seclusion and prayer. 


Again and again He had tried to 
break through tht dense misun- 
derstanding of His little Broup of 
assoclutes. At the Last Supper, 
He had opened His overflowing 
heart to them as never before that 
they might know Him and realize 
the significance of Hla mission. 


After 
the 
intimate, 
memorial

Sleeping Through Crisis.

turmoil which 
passes understanding, the three 
disciples slept. 
Yet who are we to pass judg-

Ton profound 


for cur crass comprehension to- 
day is the New Testament descrip- 
tion of the Garden experience of 
Jesus. The bitterness of the cup 
He must drink; the owfulnes* of 
the sin of mankind; the redemp- 
tive love of the Father: all were 
commingled in this midnight ses- 
sion of supplication and nurrenJ 
der. 
Alone, Jesus trod the wine- 
press of suffering, 


Lessons for Today. 
What doen this all add up to for 
us today? It reveals, does it not, 
that in God's sight the sin prob- 
lem is the outstanding problem of 
the universe. We may try to cov- 
er the reality of sin by calling it a 
mistake, or hereditary tralta, or 
frustration; but according to the 
'whole of God's revelation, 
the 
wrong we commit is sin. We may 
attempt to hand over the way- 
war,i to the psychiatrist or to the 
social worker. 
We may rush to 


the legislature to get relief from 
the 
unsocial 
behavior 
of 
our 


neighbors. We may shake an ac-

The federal reserve board reported 
today that Industrial production 
dropped in April 
for 
the 
fifth 
straight month and was continu- 
ing down in early May. 


The board's Index of production 


reached the lowest level since July 
1947, 
with a five-point 
fall 
In 


April. This tied the drop in March 
for the biggest decline since the 
war. 


April output, measured on the 


seasonally adjusted index, skidded 
to 179 per cent of the 1935-39 aver 
age, compared with 184 in March 
and an all-time high of 195 last Oc 
:ober and November. 


At that level, April production 


was nearly five per cent below the 
same month in 1948 and a bare 
three inde.- points above the spo 
passed in July, 1947, on the long 
postwar climb. 


"Present Indications are that In 


May manufacturing has continued 
downward and that there has also 
been some decline in output of mln 
orla (coal, oil, etc.) which had In 
creased in April," the board said. 


The background to the produc 


tior. drop was sketched briefly by 
the board In a national summary o 
business conditions: 
"Prices of industrial commodt 
tie. were reduced further, while 
prices of farm and food products

Soil, the child of Mother Earth 
and Father Time, and Its effect 
on human life, was explained to

vation Week in Texas. 


The speaker cast himself in the 
character of Soil, and told his 
story In the first person, and the 
gist of the talk w.os that "Without 
mfp nothging can exist," 
"I made bountiful crops for your 


fathers, but I got nothing in re- 
turn, and I have become tired— 
so tired that I cannot produce for 
you as I did for your fathers." 
"So, I will make a bargain with 


you 
Cover me with sod-forming 


crops: fertilize all my fields 
and 
pastures. 
If you do this, I will 
pay you back tenfold, by produc- 
ing more crops, and by not run- 
ning away from home." 
Walker told of the chemical 


make-up of soil, and how each 
lacking mineral could be replac- 
ed In it through the use of fertil. 
izer or soil-replenishing crops.
